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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: While the references cited by Applicant indicate that 
inflammation is a specific response, and Debets et al. provide detailed information about expression of IL-1 delta, the specification as 
originally filed only indicates that IL-1 delta "plays a role" in inflammation, and does not predict the specific information provided by the 
references (e.g., it is up-regulated in inflammation, in particular psoriasis). Also, the literature does not support the specification's more 
specific assertions of the effects of IL-1 delta (e.g.jt induces chemoattractants, it enhances and promotes adherence of adhesion molecules 
resulting in rrecruitment of macrophages/neutrophils, it induces fibroblast growth, etc.). 
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
